A Bonar La\v, secretary for the colo-

ly and avowedly with us In the conduct 
of the war."

ing session today of the annual meeting 
of.the National Civic federation. 


The speakers Included Samuel Gom- 


pers, president of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor; John Hays Ha.rnm.ond, 
Senators Wads worth and Phelan, for- 
mer Governor O'Neal of Alabama, Ar- 
thur H. Uadmun. secretary of the Navy 
League of the United States, and Tal- 
cott Williams of New York, dean of the 
Pulitzer School of Journalism. 


"We are forced to the conclusion, 


however opposed we may be to 
the 


profligate expenditure of the nation's 
wealth, that military and naval de- 
fense, even in the case of a peace lov- 
ing nation, ia imperative in the present 
status of international relations,1' de- 
clared Mr. Hammond. 
He said that 


only two objections could 
be 
urged 


against preparedness: First,, by "the 
peace at any price class," because they 
fear the 
development of 
militaristic 


mania. 
Second, the question of costs. 


Mr. Hammond urged that the proposed 
expenditure of $1.000,000,000 beyond the 
country's present naval and military 
budget be looked upon as "a business 
investment, an insurance, not always 
effectual against war. but which will at 
least minimize the distress incident to 
war." 


"If. in pursuance of Pan-American 


Ism." he said, "we are to extend,,our 
sphere of influence we shall need 
navy of far greater strength* than that 
of any other power, with the sole ex- 
ception of Great Britain. With Japan 
we have other issues in addition to our 
'open door' In China policy thrxt migh 
bring a crisis. 
Military experts hav« 


urged the utter defenceless position of 
our Pacific coast against an Invasion 
by the Japanese.11 


Mr. Hammond expressed 
the 
belief 


that a Panama canal bond Issue to meet 
the cost of national defense would be 
less objectionable than any system of i 
direct 
taxation.

O'Neil declared it was difficult to be- 
lieve that the "peace at any price" ad- 
vocates realize the "debasing: and tie- 
moralizing doctrine they preach." 


"The paramount duty of America is 


preparedness." he said. The most se- 
rlons opposition in congress to the pre- 
parednpfs program, he continued, is to 
be expected from those members who 
oppose any reduction In the size or 
capacity of the ''pork barrel." 


Declaring that the United States, if 


ever defeated in wnr. would have to 
pay an Indemnity reaching as high as 


militarism,

inality of the human race which made 
men willing to risk their all for an 
deal. 


"There is little progress made in

LONDON. Jan. 17.—The letter to Capt. 


.'ranz von Papen, recalled German mlll- 
taiy attache at Washington, which was 
written In New Orleans and signed with 
the initials "R.V.M.," was on the official 
paper of the German consulate at New 
Orleans. British officials assume with- 
out question that tho letter was from 
Baron von Mcysenbug, former German 
consul at New Orleans, and it was so 
designated in the copy supplied to the 
American embassy. 


Tile examination is proceeding of the 


letters and documents taken fiom Capt. 
von Papen at Falmouth. Letters from 
the KIggs National bank at Washington 
to the captain show that tho bank ad- 
vised him that Ambassador von Bern- 
storff had deposited 525SO to his credit 
early in December of 1914 and 
$2000 


early in February of 1315. 
Early in 


January of 1915 the German embassy 
deposited 53000 to the credit of Capt. 
von Papen. On three other occasions 
the embassy paid to his account a total 
of S6COO In the amounts of J2000 each.

"We arc forced, to the conclusion,

profligate expenditure of the nation's 
wealth, that military and naval de- 
fense, even In the case of a peace lov- 
ing nation, is imperative in the present 
status of international relations," der 
clared Mr. Hammond. 
He said that 


only two objections could 
be 
urped 


against preparedness: First,, by "the 
peace at any price class," because they 
fear the 
development of militaristic 


mania. 
Second, the question of costs. 


Mr. Hammond urged that the proposed 
expenditure of ?1,000,000,000 beyond the 
country's present nnval and milltary 
budtrct be looked upon as "a business 
investment, an Insurance, not always 
effectual aptainst war. but which \vill at 
least minimize the distress incident to 
war." 


"If. in pursuance of Van-American- 


ism." he said, "we are to extend our 
sphere of influence we shall need a 
navy of far prcater strength than that 
of any other power, with the sole ex- 
ception of Great Britain. With Japan 
we have other issues in addition to our

brinp a crisis.
